Memorandum f rom U.S, Navy Member 

P ROBLEM 

1* To determine t v e urgent measures that the SANACC subcom- 
mittee Special Studies and Evaluations may be able to take in 
event emergency action is necessary with respect to psycho Logic a 
Warfare or related problems. 

FACT S BEARING ON THE PROBL EM 

2, The charter of the SANACC Subcommittee on Psychological 
Warfare (SWNCC 304/1 - Appendix "A") states: 

a. That the Subcommittee of SANACC on Psychological Warfare 
shall have authority, in the absence of a national wartime 
organization for psychological warfare, to coordinate Imple- 
mentation of approved psychological plans in any war emerge 
which might suddenly arise. 

b. That the Subcommittee shall be responsible for the: 

(1) Preparation of national plans and implementing :di Mo- 
tives relating to Psychological Warfare. 

(2) Preparation of plans for orderly and effective >rgsL"~ 
izational transition from peacetime to wartime status. 

3. SWNCC 304/6 states that the Subcommittee Intends tc repar 
a more extensive study than is presented in SWNCC 304/1 aril 3*H/ 
of the work required in relation to policies, plans, and s ladles 
for immediate employment of psychological warfare considering h 
probable short time to mobilize, (SWNCC 304/6, para, 2 sup. 4 

4, SWNCC 304/1, 304/2 and 304/6 have been approved and appro- 
priate action is being taken to implement their contents w., thin 
the respective government agencies. 

5. There is no national wartime organization for psycho .i ogi-oa 
warfare, with the result that full responsibility for any emer- 
gency measures rests solely with this subcommittee,

6. The international situation is such that the Subcomnl tine 
may be asked to solve an emergency problem on short notice* 

7. The government agencies represented on the subcommittee 
any, individually or collectively, request an outline ot the 
Subcommittee’s present capabilities for dealing with an emergency. 

8. The Subcommittee must continually evaluate the preside 
facilities that may be used, for activating an emergency psycho- 
logical organization in order that each representative under- 
stands the consensus of the subcommittee as to capabilities i-.r 
event officials of the respective agencies require statements 
of such nature from their subcommittee representative.
